fition to the army of the Empire. 


L O N D O N , 
February 27. 


The French papers throw fome vague fuf- 
picions on the real difpoiition of the Court 
of Madrid, and refpe&ing the aiTembling of 
troops which has taken place in feveral of 
the provinces. 
W e cannot decide whether 
the fears of the republicans on this head be 
well founded, or whether they are not be­ 
ginning to feck a pretext for the execution 
of the plans which they meditate againft 
Spain.— It appears reasonable to fuppofe, 
that if a new war breaks out between France 
and the powers of Germany, the Court of 
Madrid will feize the opportunity of throw­ 
ing off the difgraceful yoke which it now 
bears, and of turning its arms againft its 
real enemies. 
W e hope that the minifters 
at Madrid, as well as thofe of other coun­ 
tries on the continent, will read the procla­ 
mation iffued by the French General to the 
inhabitants of the kingdom of Naples— 
they will there fee, u that the supreme ar­ 
biter o f empires has chosen the French peo­ 
ple to renew the surface of the globe, disfi­ 
gured by the crimes of its governments, and 
to make liberty and equality reign there*” 
February 28. 


The cold at Paris, which was in th« be­ 
ginning of January, at 17 degrees of the 
dccivnal thermometer, and 13 degrees 6- 
tcnths of Reaumur's, 
afforded Fourcroy 
and Vauquclin the means of trying the ex­ 
periments of Mr. Lowitz, chemift, of Pe- 
teriburgh, upon extraordinary 
artificial 
cold. 
They afcertained the truth of them, 
and made fome additions. 
A t an inftant 
in which the thermometer was at feven de­ 
grees of freezing, tney mixed eight parts of 
calcined marine fait, with fix parts of fnow. 
This mixture produced on a fudden an in­ 
calculable cold. 
Twenty pounds of mer­ 
cury were frozen completely in thirty fe- 
conds, as well as fpirits of wine, &c. upon 
inferting the end of the finger in the mix­ 
ture, it loft in four feconds all feeling, and 
was not reftored to fenfation till after it 
had been held a long time in the mouth.— 
Upon the firft infertionof the finger in the 
mixture, an acutc pain was felt, as if it had 
been p re fled in a vice. 
A copper crucible, 
plunged into the mixture, had the contents 
of it frozen in thirty feconds ; thofe of 
porcelain or earth, were frozen in two mi­ 
nutes. 
This artificial cold is eftiinated at 
forty degrees. 
Fourcroy and Vauquelin 
were to make fome freih experiments.

T w e n ty pounds o f mer­ 
cury were frozen completely in thirty fe- 
conds, as well as (pints o f wine, Ste. upon 
inferting the end o f the finger in the m ix­ 
ture, it loft in four leconds all feeling, and 
was not reftored 
to fenfation till after it 
had been held a long time in the mouth.— 
Upon the firft infertion o f the finger in the 
mixture, an acute pain was felt, as if it had 
been pretied in a vice. 
A copper crucible, 
plunged into the m ixture, had the contents 
o f it frozen in thirty feconds ; thofe of 
porcelain or earth, were frozen in two mi­ 
nutes. 
This artificial cold is eftunated at 
forty degrees.

B y the arrival of the Eliza, Capt. Folger,* 
from Calcutta, wc arc favoured with the

Zemaun Shaw, with,a Urg-e army, had ap­ 
proached'the Britiih Provinces, in the nor­ 
thern'parts »of Bengal, and threatened to 
cr^atr a powerful diverfion in faver of T ip ­ 
poo'Sultan,' but on that quarter an Eng- 
lifti army of 2P,ooo men was prepared to 
oppofe him. 
It is fuppofed that Zemaun 
Shaw is inftigated to this meafure by Bu­ 
onaparte, who'has; it is reported, defpatch- 
ed ArnbaiTadors to hisCotirt; although the 
iinmenfe diftance between them totally pre­ 
vented any idea of fuccour from Egypt : it 
was in faét the received opinion in the Eaft, 
that Buonaparte’s army, would, in a few 
months be deftroyed.— -It cannot therefore, 
be doubted but the events that will take 
place in India, during this year, will be of 
the moft important nature,and will probably 
tend, in their cohfequences, to place Bri­ 
tiih power in that quarter on the moft firm 
bafis*.
